CITY HALL SQUARE THE GOAT 


"Unsightly Surroundings of the Public 


Building* and Postofficc Comes in 
JTor Censure; Vacanr tots Growing 
Bumper Crops o£ Weetls Deplored. 


. In a novel contest conducted by a 
mercantile firm, Connellsville v-romen 
pointed out the town's ugly spots. 
Many letters were entered in the com- 
petition for a new suit or dress, and 
few of the- town's eyesores escaped 
unscathed. 
The prize-winning letter, 


written by Miss Mary 
E 
Murrie, 
centered upon conditions which, exist 
In the vicinity ot city hall and new 
postoflice building. Miss Murrie was 
not the only one who referred to these 
conditions, but her letter proved the 
most satisfactory because It was more 
specific than the others, and suggested 
remedies. 
Harry Dunn, of E Dunn's store, 


conceived the idea of using the adver- 
tising columns to awaken, public senti- 
ment in regard to deficiencies of tho 
community winch can be remedied at 
little cost. 
Another campaign of a 


similar nature is to be launched in the 
near future, it was stated. In addi- 
tion to pointing- out the dangers o£ 
grade crossings along the principal 
thoroughfares, the store management 
decided to enter the lists in a\. efforc 
to awaken the women to necessity lor 
ch Ic betterment. 
Tho plan proved 


successful. 


A score or more of letters -were 


considered. They ranged from Sweep- 
Ing criticisms of the town's appear- 
ance through lack of cleanliness, to 
reproofs for local conditions that ex- 
ist, apparently, near the homes of the 
writers 
Miss flume's letter declared that 


Connellsville's most pronounced "ugly 
spot" is in the vinicity of city hall and 
the new postofllce. She pointed out 
that both Arch and Main streets are 
much traveled, b-u.t despite this, the 
sidewalks either do not exist or 
are 


in such condition that 
pedestraing 


must tramp through mud and slime 
when weather conditions are adverse. 
The billboard along- the east side «£ 
Arch street, uith its doorways whif/t 
expose portions of a neglected back 
yard, as well as the neglected ap- 
pearance of the city hall lawn as a, 
result of the la-te lamented efforts to 
build a ilrchouse were criticised. A 
lot In the rear of the Trans-Allegheny 
Hotel, facing on Arch street woa said 
to l)il in an unsightly condition. 


This letter, and others, 
criticised 


the absence of illumination along Arch 
street. Making the space beneath the 
bridge a stoiage pjace for the street 
sprinkler, sweeper and other brough 
possessions, was deplored.

alons: Dean avenue, from 
Arch 
to 


"Wiatei street, was suggested; desirable, 
the letter stated, because of the travel 
to and trom the Baltimore & Ohio 
station by that route. 


Among the the recommendJ.tions to 


Improve the&e conditions was that a 
sidewalk be laid along Arch street 
to Orchard alley, which, by the way, 
has already been ordered by Council, 
the placing of lights along Arch street, 
erection o£ a stoiage house to hold 
tho sprinkler and sweeper, which now 
repose beneath the bridge, ajid a gen- 
eral improvement of unsightly prop- 
erties 


One writer, whose letter was worthy 


of recognition, deplored the tendency 
of lot owneis to neglect their prop- 
erties, permitting them, to raise bum- 
per cropb o£ burdock and ragweeds 


Another peison complained of the 


variety o£ music which emanates from 
the vicinity of the 33ast Park addition 
bridge, at the same time commenting- 
upon the unsightly view to the noith- 
from that structure. 


Of couise there was an advocate of 
a general clean-up day for the bor- 
ough. 
Another woman, a mother, 


suggested the erection of a public com- 
fort t-tation near the center of town, 
and recommended that it be located 
on a vacant lot at the corner of Apple 
sreet and Meadow kine, where a \"a- 
cant lot Is unsightly, she said. 


Playgtounds weie urged, especially,
